and uncertainty. 

The convention, therefore, is of great 
importance to the people of the valley. 
It has a definite policy to recommend, 
with proofe of its soundness. It can go 

to Congress and ask a continuation and 
extension of this policy with the strong- 
est possible argument in its favor. The 
next Congress should place the work of 
river improvement on a basis of liber- 
ality and permanence in the appropria- 
tions which will insure the final accom- 
plishment of the work in the speediest 
and most satisfactory manner. 

An invitatfon to the convéntion is ex- 
tended to members of Congress, Gov- 
ernors of States, State Legislators and 
Mayors of cities, and Governors, Mayors 
and all commercial and industrial organ- 
izations-are requested to send delegates. 

Every State, city and commercial or- 
ganization in the valley of the Missis- 
sippi and of all its tributaries should be 
represented. The convention should be 
representative of all the people and all 
the interests affected by the condition of 
Western waterways.
